Forty-two years ago, Nicanor. Jimenez traveled 138, 000 
miles from the Philippines.to the United States. -

Last month, Jimenez saw Martin Luther King dr.’s birth- 
day celebrated as a national holiday.

According to Jimenez, “national interest” in the past was. 
determined by a sole group of powerful nations — the su- 
per powers. This power equated military strength, he said. 

“Bor example, in 1914 and 1940 Germany had the most _ 
powerful military in the world.
